This splendid catalogue was commenced some years ago 
by Mr. S. C. Cockerell, to whose taste and learning the 
collection itself, particularly in the early stages of its 
formation, was largely indebted, but his appointment to 
the Directorship of the Fitzwilliam Museum deprived 
Mr. Perrins of his assistance. Sir George Warner then 
undertook the work of completing the catalogue, and, as 
Mr. Perrins says in the Preface: “ It is scarcely necessary 
to say that the learning, experience, and powers of research 
which Sir George Warner has lavished on the catalogue 
have left few problems connected with this group of manu¬ 
scripts unsolved, and gives the book an independent interest

The plates published in this volume for the first time were engraved between 
1820 and 1840 from the drawings made by the members of the Second Ionian Mission 
sent out by tbe Society of Dilettanti in 1811. These engravings were to have been 
issued in a companion volume to Part IH. of the Antiquities of Ionia which was 
published in 1840. It was delayed, however, by tbe death in 1839 of William 
Wilkios, r.a., who had been the architectural expert of tbe Society from the time 
of the Mission, and was acting as editor of the work. While thus set aside for a 
time other Jinks with the past were broken and new interest arose. Fellows 
travelled over the Bame ground again in 1838, and in 1846 Penrose made his 
proposals to the Society for his survey of the monuments of Athens, which was 
conducted by him according to fresh ideas of scientific accuracy. The engraved 
plates were thus forgotten until a set of proofs of them were given by the Society in 
1912 to the Royal Institute of British Architects, together with many of the original 
drawings.

“ During the work of revising and editing the English translation of De Magnets, 
many points came up for discussion, requiring critioal consideration, and the exam¬ 
ination of the writings of contemporary or earlier authorities.

This book, to which Thomas Hardy, O.M., has written an introductory note, 
oontains an account of over a hundred and seventy men and women who were 
either born in Dorset, or who have been associated with its history. They are 
classified under various headings, such as Authors, Divines, Royalty, Statesmen, 
Soldiers, etc., and arranged chronologically. The numerous illustrations are a 
special feature and include miniatures by S. Cooper and Hoskins in the Royal ool* 
lection at Windsor. Little-known portraits are included, after originals by Holbein, 
Lely, Kneller, Rigaud, Sir Joseph Reynolds, Hogarth, Cosway, Hussey, and Thomas 
Beeoh, etc. Views of Bingham’s Melcombe, Corfe Castle, Sherborne Castle, Trent 
House, and Wolveton, etc., are given.
